I. Purpose of Response 

Sergeant Walsh #1581 and I responded to the area of ^| Broadway upon a report of 
an officer involved shooting. We arrived at approximately 0225 hrs. and met with 
Sergeant O’Leary #1150 who walked us through the scene. Sergeant Walsh placed 
numbered markers next to items of evidence while I made hand written notes and 
diagrams of what 1 observed. Officer Gomes #911 of the Photo Lab responded to take 
photographs and to video tape the scene. 

II. Scene Description 

The area of road way was very well lit with lighting from open businesses, 

signage, street lamps and from headlights of vehicular traffic. The scene primarily 
encompassed the north side of the 300 block of Columbus, the east side of the 1200 block 
of Grant St and the unit block of Fresno St. Items of evidence were found mostly on or 
near the sidewalks of these streets. It was a cool and clear night. This area was heavily 
populated with businesses, apartments, vehicular and pedestrian traffic which is typical of 
this area, especially on a Saturday evening/Sunday morning. Numerous police units were 
on scene and yellow police tape secured the scene. 

III. Observations 

Upon arrival I observed items of evidence had been temporarily marked with folded 
pieces of paper, presumably by responding patrol officers . The trail of evidence began in 
the 300 block of Columbus near Broadway with a stain of apparent blood in the street 
near the sidewalk and a bullet fragment next to this stain. There were numerous bullet 
fragments and casings strewn along the north sidewalk of Columbus Street . The scene 
continued north on the east side of the 1200 block of Grant Street. At HI Grant Street I 
observed a possible bullet strike on the exterior wall approximately seventeen inches off 
the ground. An unidentified officer at the scene told me he believed the possible bullet 
strike on the wall could have been caused by an officer who had fired at a suspect. A few 
feet farther north on the sidewalk were some small bullet fragments. At the south/east 
corner of Grant/Fresno two officers were guarding a pistol which was in the street at the

sidewalk. I observed that this pistol’s hammer was in the cocked position. On Grant 
Street in the lane of traffic, s topped, facing north with the engine off, was a silver Ford 
Taurus (License The Taurus was angled to the right towards the sidewalk. 

Lieutenant Sainez #1667 told me that Inspector Newman #1481 had fired, what he 
believed was, a single shot at a suspect. Inspector Newman, after firing, collected the 
casing, which he believed came from his gun, from the ground and secured it in his 
pocket. 

IV Evidence Collected 

Sergeant Walsh and 1 took measurements of all items of recovered evidence. Officer 
Gomes photographed and video taped the scene. Sergeant Walsh collected the numbered 
items of evidence, secured them in the back of his vehicle and transported them to the 
Hall of Justice where they were processed and booked accordingly. 

Sergeant Walsh and I later responded to the Homicide Detail to collect Inspector 
Newman’s service pistol. Prior to handing me his pistol. Inspector Newman rendered it 
“safe” by removing the magazine and locking the slide to the rear. As he did so, 1 
observed a single cartridge eject from the chamber of his pistol. Inspector Newman 
handed me his empty pistol, the magazine from his pistol, the extra magazine he was 
carrying on his person, the cartridge that ejected from the chamber and the cartridge 
casing, he had collected earlier, from his pocket. I later examined the pistol and related 
items and documented the results on the Firearm Information Report found in the 
supplemental section of this case file.

Dear Chief Suhr: 

The Special Prosecutions Unit of the San Francisco District Attorney’s Office has completed its 
review of the July 3,2010 shooting in front of ^BatKf^BColumbus Avenue by San Francisco 
Police Inspector John D. Newman. We have concluded that the officer acted lawfully in self- 
defense and defense of others. 

FACTUAL SUMMARY 

On July 3,2010, at approximately 1:31 a.m., SFPD Inspector John Newman and his partner, 
Sergeant Jon Kasper, were in the area of Columbus Avenue and Broadway Street in North 
Beach. They were both in plain clothes, and Sergeant Kasper was driving their unmarked police 
car northbound on Columbus. As they drove past the front of the Little Darlings strip club atBS 
Columbus, Sergeant Kasper and Inspector Newmamsaw a group of who looked like they 
might start fighting. All of a sudden, one of the^B on the sidewalk, wearing a red hat, pulled 
out a black fireamnmd started shooting at the people in the group while walking backwards. 
Witnesses heard H fire five to six shots. Inspector Newman immediatelymDi call out on the 
radio, and Sergeant Kasper followed the shooter (later identified as IBBiflBn the patrol car, 
as he ran northbound on Columbus and then eastbound on Grant Street. Inspector Newman got 
out ofthyjatrol car after it turned onto Grant Street, announced himself as a police officer, and 
told drop the gun. ^^|got close to another and then turned in Inspector 

Newman’s direction. Inspector Newman said he felt his safety was in jeopardy, and that he 
didn’t know where his partner was. He said he was in fear ofhisUife and safety, and for those of 
his partner and the people on the busy street behind him. As^^H turned towards him with the 
gun, the inspector felt that the only way he could prevent the threat was to use his own gun. 
Inspector Newman thought he needed to stop the threat anchnake sure this person didn’t shoot 
any more people. Inspector Newman flrecNme^ound at from about 10 to 15 feet away. 

After Inspector Newman firecDme round, ^^Hcompliec^vith Inspector Newman’s instructions 
and goton the ground. The^B who had approached^^B j ust prior to the shot, fled with a 
third^B- Inspector Newman briefly searched BBFdrthe gun but did not find it. Inspector 
Newman and SergeanyCasper located a firearm about two business addresseyiirthcr up the 
street ffonrwhere^^B was arrested. This indicated to the officers thatjBB|handed the gun 
off to the Bhad approached just before Inspector Newman shot at 
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Three people were shot by Victim 1 suffered a gunshot wound tolower left leg. 

Victim 2 suffered two gunshot wounds to Hleft foot. Victim 3 suffered a graze wound to B 
left calf. No one was injured as a result of Inspector Newman firing his service weapon. 

On February 8,20^JHBpl e d guilty to one violation of Penal Code § 245(b) as a felony. On 
March 21,2012, ^BBwassentenced to nine years in state prison. 

CONCLUSION 

This review was conducted pursuant to the joint Officer Involved Shooting and In Custody Death 
protocol between this office and the San Francisco Police Department in which the District 
Attorney conducts an independent assessment of the circumstances surrounding the use of deadly 
force by peace officers. The review does not examine such issues as compliance with the 
policies and procedures of any law enforcement agency, ways to improve training or tactics, or 
any issues related to civil liability. Accordingly, such a review should not be interpreted as 
expressing an opinion on these matters. 

California Penal Code section 835a allows an officer to use reasonable force to make an arrest, 
and to overcome resistance by a person for whom he has reasonable cause to believe has 
committed a public offense. That section states the officer need not retreat or end his effort to 
make an arrest because of that person’s resistance. 

Under California Jaw, peace officers may use deadly force to protect themselves from the threat 
of death or great bodily harm.' California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or 
in defense of others if it reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the 
defense of others that he actually and reasonably believed he or others were in imminent danger 
of great bodily injury or death. People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731. In protecting 
himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably necessary and which 
would appeal - to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, to be necessary to 
prevent injury which appears to be imminent. CALCRIM 3470. 

In the present case it is undisputed that Inspector Newmamwitaessed B^^HBshooting at a 
group of people. Inspector Newman fired one shot at^^l^^Hwhen^^Hturned in 
Inspector Newman’s direction. Inspector Newman fired in defense of others and in self-defense. 
His actions were reasonable under the circumstances. 

This case was considered carefully by the District Attorney’s Office. After a thorough review of 
the applicable law, witness statements, physical evidence and police reports, there appears no 
reasonable factual or legal basis exists to charge Inspector Newman with any crime. We are 
therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
